FORT CHURCHILL, Man., 


upper atmosphere yesterday by

was unsuccessful.” but gave no 
indication how far the rocket 
traveled before crashing. 

It was in the air about 25 
seconds. Both rockets were of 
the Aerobee-Hi type which 
normally travel about 1.28 miles 
a second. 

‘Premature Burnout.’ 


No one was injured in the 
second test and no explosion 
was heard following the crash. 
Lt. Col. L. G. Smith of the 
Army Ordnance Corps, in 
charge of the launchings, said 
apparently a “premature burn- 
out” occurred. . Indicating the 
rocket came down at some dis- 
tance from ‘the launching site 
13 miles east of here, Smith 
said a helicopter would fly over 
the wteckage today for an in- 
vestigation. 

The launchings were the first 
of the biggest firings of the In- 
ternational Geophysical Year, 
an 18-month period of scientific 
study that began Monday. 

. The’ first rocket was in flight 
four minutes and 30 seconds. 
It came to earth 80 miles south- 
east of Ft. Churchill, nearly 
disintegrated from atmospheric 
friction. The flight set an alti- 
tude record for this base, best- 
ing the 156-mile mark set in 
a 1956 test. The rocket carried 
146 pounds of instruments to 
measure chemicals, electricity, 
air density, wind velocity and 
direction and cosmic rays. Tiny 
radio transmitters sent the data 
back to earth. 

How They Are Fired. ,. 

The rockets are fired from 
a 125-foot-square aluminum- 
sheathed launching tower shaped 
li':e an inverted funnel. They 
ae touched off from an under- 
ground blockhouse. A _ closed 
television circuit *shows the 
firing officer the exact per- 
formance of the missile in its 
biast-off stage. ° 

The next launching from Ft. 
Churchill is scheduled for July 
19. It also will be a night test 
of the same type rocket to ob- 
tain information on tempera- 
tures and wind velocities at 
high altitudes.

BONN'S LOWER HOUSE OK’S 
EURATOM, MARKET PACTS 


West German Bundestag ap- 
proved today the European 
common market treaty and the 
atomic power pool pact. Parlia- 
ment’s lower house gave a 
standing okay to the treaties, 
aimed at uniting the economic 
potential of six nations. 
The first treaty provides for 
gradual abolition, over a 12 to 
17-year period, of customs bar- 
riers between West Germany, 
France, Italy, Belgium, Holland 
and Luxembourg, thus creating 
a single market of 160,000,000 
people.

Knowland told reporters that 
if supporters of the bill do run 
into signs of a filibuster against 
the motion to take it up for 
consideration, round-the-clock | 
sessions may be started late in 
the week. 


He said he favors starting on | 
_Monday with a normal session, 
followed by somewhat longer 
sessions the next two ' days. 
Then, he said, if the motion 
cannot be brought to a vote 
with a long session Thursday, it 
may be necessary to try to hold 
the Senate in round-the-clock 
| Session in an effort to force 
) action. 


| Prediction on Debate. 
Knowland said he thought 

| three or four days of debate 

| should be adequate on the mo- 


éral weeks. 


| In view of the impending 
| battle over the civil rights bill, 
| and other legislation that will 
be blocked behind it, Knowland 
| said he doubted whether the 
| Senate would be able to ad- 
| journ before mid-September. 

| The Southern forces have in-

bill itself is before the Senate, 
rather than try to talk Know- 
land’smotion to death. . 

Senator Francis Case (Rep.), 
South Dakota,'said in a sepa- 
rate interview, meanwhile, that 
he thought the Senate would 
vote to take up the civil rights 
bill. He said, however, he ques- 
tions whether it will be possible 
to get the votes to break a fili- 
buster against the bill itself un- 
less the measure is amended to 
provide for jury trials. 

He was referring to a section 
of the bill under which persons 
accused of violating injunctions. 
obtained by the Government to 
protect voting and other civil 
rights would not be entitled to 
trial by jury in contempt of 
court cases. 

Case said he was. not com- 
mitting himself on how he will 
vote, but simply making an 
observation based on talks with 
Senate colleagues. It takes two- 
thirds of the Senate—64 votes | 
—to put a limit on debate. | 

Door Not Closed. 

Krowland said earlier that 
he is not closing the door against 
amendments to soften the meas- 
ure, and there are strong in- 
dications that the Southerners 
plan to gear their opposition 
tactics to attempts to win agree- 
ment on some amendments.

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Nasser Permits a Bit of Voting 

Egyptians went through the motions Tuesday 
of what Dictator Gamal Nasser had the audacity 
to say was an election of a Parliament. It was 
the first parliamentary election since 1950 
when they elected a legislature which Nasser 
suspended in 1952 after he and his army clique 
disposed of the ineffable King Farouk. 

With only the Nasser party represented, 
political differences could not arise during the 
campaign. And with the screening that the 
would-be candidates underwent, there was little 
chance for any man unless he bore Nasser’s 
stamp of approval. Thousands were arbitrarily 
shut out as enemies of the state. Another screen- 
ing by a government committee excluded 2500 
more on general security grounds. The 1160 


who finally were allowed to compete for the - 


seats must really have been mighty safe security 
risks as far as Nasser was concerned. 

All this hand-picking of candidates and careful 
oiling of the election machinery probably reas- 
sured Nasser that he was not going to run any 
risk of losing his tight grip. Ignoring the man- 
ner in which the Parliament was “elected,” 
Nasser can now point to it and say this parlia- 
ment is an evidence of his democracy. But it is 
only too apparent that the “elected” men in 
civilian blue serge are just as much a part of his 
clique as are those in army khaki. 
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History Home to Rest 

Independence, Mo., is celebrating Indeperid- 
ence Day weekend in a generous, independent 
fashion. We almost said in a king-sized fashion, 
but the Founding Fathers would not have liked 
a reference to kings.. Anyhow, all reference in 
Independence Saturday*will be to the Harry S. 
Truman Library. 

It is being dedicated with something more 
than fireworks. Two former Presidents will be 
there. Harry Truman and Herbert Hoover have 
yrouch in common, it turns out, including former 
position, a devout belief in independence of the 
nation and of the spirit, and a conviction that 
the papers of ex-Presidents should be properly 
treasured. Mrs. Franklin D. Roosevelt is on the 
speakers’ list, along with Chief Justice Earl 
Warren and a host of governors. 

Now, Independence has seen a lot of history 
in more than a century. It saw the Conestogas 
start down the Santa Fe trail, the Missourians 
go off to war in Mexico, and Quantrill’s Con- 
federate guerillas in action. And Independence 
saw Harry Truman go off from his frame house 
to the White House. So local pride is bursting 
while history comes home to rest. As one citizen 
said, noting that the new library contains an 
office suite for Mr, Truman, “Think of it. A 
former President of the United States clerking 
right in our town.” 

Though Chief Executives past or present are 
not exactly clerks, Mr. Truman is unlikely to 
object to the description. He knows better than 
anyone else what is inside the $1,750,000 buff 
limestone building in Slover park. One thing 
there, for example, is an old platform desk 
motto which says: “I'm from Missouri, The 
buck stops here.” 

Nobody can place a monetary value on the 
thousands of historical decuments deposited in 
the Harry S. Truman Library along with paint- 
ings, statuary and mementoes. Here stands a 
new storehouse for scholarship for years of 
independence to come. But the first person to 
delve into these records is, and of right ought 
to be, Scholar Truman.

Apparently the Commerce Committee ‘ con- 
cluded that Congress was on its own with regard 
to the gas producers’ bill. And that bill may 
take the lid off gas prices for millions of cdén- 
sumers unless the Administration quits trying 
to be on both sides of the issue and stands clear- 
ly for effective regulation. 
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Shakeup in the Kremlin. 

The charges against the four deposed Cor 
munist party leaders are that they engaged in 
“treachery” and were guilty of “threatening to 
undermine the Soviet Union's defenses.” This 
is the phraseology of Red Star, the U.S.S.R.’s 
army newspaper, which is published for the 
Ministry of Defense, whose chief,. Marshal 
Zhukov, is now meved up*in the Kremlin. 

The four, three of whom were subsequently 
fired from governmental posts, were: Ex-Pre- 
mier Georgi Malenkov, ex-Foreign Minister 
¥. M. Molotov, Lazar Kaganovich, a first Deputy 
Premier, and Dmitri Shepilov, ex-Foreign Min- 
ister. The strongest accusations on the Moscow 
radio were against Kaganovich who has been 
described as Minister of Building Materials. 

Since the ousted group was in the Stalinist 
camp there probably is a measure of truth in 
the charge that Molotov and the others were 
engaged in “fractional activity.” That they were 
deliberately seeking to undermine “the basis of 
the Soviet Union's defensive capacity” is most 
unlikely. Nor is it at all probable that their 
intention was to “benefit” the “enemies” of the 
Soviet state. The deposings rather reflect the 
basic principle that in a Communist party there 
is room for only one point of view and that is 
determined by who sits at the top. 

That top seat is now plainly occupied by 
Communist party boss Nikita Khrushchev. It is, 
no accident that immediately after the firings 
he and Premier Bulganin set off for Czecho- 
slovakia. Khrushchev thoroughly enjoyed his 
good will tours to Britain, India and Finland. 
Now more foreign junkets can be expected. 
But more important, he is convinced that the 
Soviets can win with smiles what they could not 
win with aggressions. .That is the line the free 
world can expect to see developed even more 
intensively than in the four years since military 
man Stalin’s death. 

Hence in the deeper sense, here is a new 
warning for the West to keep its eyes open, to 
stay on guard, to make the most to achieve all 
it can with respect to mutual arms inspection 
while time is favorable to the free world. 
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Thirteen Senators 

Thirteen members of the United States Senate 
now face a particularly serious responsibility. 
They are the members of the Public Works Com- 
mittee to which has been sent President Eisen- 
hower’s appoiritment of Arnold R. Jones to be a 
director of the Tennessee Valley Authority. 

The responsibility which these Senators face 
is that of determining whether Mr. Jones, now 
Deputy Director of the Budget, believes in the 
“wisdom and feasibility” of the TVA, as the 
law requires under oath of all who undertake 
to serve the TVA as directors. 

So far as we know, there is no advance infor- 
mation as to whether Mr. Jones does believe in 
the “wisdom and feasibility” of the TVA. We 
hope he does and that the appointment is a 
proper one. | 

But after the way the President's appointment 
of Gen. Vogel as chairman of the commission 
has turned out there is reason.enough to ques- 
tion Mr. Jones thoroughly. Any doubts need 
to be resolved.

Many college graduates who got their degrees 
in fields other than education have been steered , 
into the teaching field as a result of the na- 
tional shortage of teachers. As was to be ex- 
pected, there have been criticisms because these 
teachers were not the conventional product. An 
answer to some of this criticism comes from 
Temple University, at Philadelphia. 

Thé university, which conducts an “Experi- 
mental Program in Teacher Education,” has con- 
cluded a survey that reveals the recruited teach- 
ers are a credit to their adopted profession. 
Ninety-five per cent of them were listed as en- 
tering teaching because of one of four reasons: 
personal gratification, fondness for children, de 
sire to contribute to society, a liking for teaching.

Comparison is inevitable of courts-martial of colonel fighting 
for Army missile program and general who fought for air 
power in the ‘20s, reporter says, but there is no exact parallel; 
both men broke military code and both appealed to publicity.

A comparison of the court-martial of 
Col. John C. Nickerson Jr., with that of 
Maj. Gen. (then Col.) William Mitchell 
was inevitable. The consensus of mili- 
tary men and civilians who watched the 
trials, however, is that the foundation 
for a comparison is weak. 


It is that the Nickerson case 
did not have the dramatic background 
of Billy Mitchell's long struggle in be- 
half of air power. Nor is the missile ex- 
pert the prominent figure that Gen. 
Mitchell was in 1925 when he described 
the administration of the War and Navy 
Departments as “incompetent, criminal- 
ly negligent and almost treasonable.” 

The tendency here was to regard as

that Col. Nickerson is a West Pointer 
with an outstanding war and 
that he knows his guided missiles. 

Mitchell must have encountered the 
same disparagement when he predicted 
the nature of an attack by the Japanese 
“some fine Sunday morning.” Ironically, 
it is the Air Force for which Mitchell 
fought that Nickerson now regards as 
the monster devouring the Army. 


An unquestionable fact is that both 
men were guilty of violating the code 
they, as officers, were sworn to uphold. 
Moreover, if the discipline that distin- 
guishes an Army from a mob was to be 
maintained, they had to be punished. 


Nickerson, pleading guilty, was pun- 
ished for leaking and mishandling se- 
cret missile information. He had ad- 
mitted that, in his zeal to reverse por- 
tions of the roles-and-missions order is- 
sued by Charles E. Wilson, Defense 
Secretary, last November, he had used 
secret data in attempting to influence 
those he hoped would influence the 
Secretary. 

His basic purpose was to retain for 
the Army the control of the intermedi- 
ate-range ballistic missile known as the 
Jupiter. But he presented from the 
witness stand the broader argument 
that general submergence of the Army 
ignores the demands of the next war. 
Even if air power should be completely 
successful against the Russians, he ar- 


gued, the Soviet armies, constantly 
poised and supplied, would sweep over 
Europe and the Middle East. 

An Army equipped with longer-range 
weapons, to meet the requirements of 
an extremely fluid battle line, would 
be necessary to drive them back, ac- 
cording to his position. 

Billy Mitchell spent almost his entire 
career—after he enlisted in 1898 at the 
age of 18—either studying or advocat- 
ing aeronautics. He studied while build- 
ing telegraph lines in Cuba and Alaska. 
He was years ahead of his time in his 
concepts of the air arm. 

He became known as an air strategist 
during World War I, when he led the 
Allied Air Force, and his accomplish- 
ments took him out ef the war as a 
brigadier general. Although he was 
honored with many decorations, he eft 
the conflict convinced that he had been 
made the victim of a conspiracy to sabo- 

e United States air power. 

became a national figure, and by 
1921 he won his opportunity to demon- 
strate air power against warships by 
sinking the cruiser Frankfurt and the 
German dreadnaught Ostfriesland off 
the Virginia Capes. Despite his succéss 
he was up against deep tradition, and 
the military and ‘naval hierarchy was 
not disposed to yield to an upstart. 

His campaign culminated in a court- 
martial on charges of state- 
ments to the prejudice of g order. 
He was ordered stripped of rank and 
duty for five years, a sentence later 
reduced, He resigned from the service 
to continue his crusade but died in 1936 
before his position was vindicated. 


During the court-martial of Nicker- 
son, the Colonel's personality emerged 
in a form to coagees some comparison 
with that of Mitchell, including almost 
absolute self-confidence and conviction. 
It should be remembered that Gen. 
Mitchell was often wrong and often in- 
temperate in hy statements. 

Both men were sick to appeal to 
publicity. Nickerson was a good sub- 
ject for reporters in that he never hesi- 
tated to create newsworthy copy, some 
of it in direct criticism of his superiors. 
He was reluctant to admit his guilt on 
the. witness stand, even after he had 
in fact entered such a plea, and his ad- 
missions and apologies appeared per- 
functory.

Gave or Pledged $160,000,-

HOUSTON, Tex., July 5 (AP) 
—Hugh Roy Cullen, oil man who 
gave or pledged more than 
$160,000,000 to educational and 


charitable institutions, died last | 


night after a three-month ill- 
ness. 

Mr. Cullen struck many oil 
pools by drilling deeper in areas 
major companies and other suc- 
cessful independent operators 
had abandoned. 

Before his death Mr. Cullen 
wrote checks for nearly $60,- 
000,000 in gifts. He also 
pledged the Cullen Foundation 
more than $100,000,000 based 
on future income from oil prop- 
erties. The University of Hous- 
ton, the greatest beneficiary, has 
received an estimated $30,- 


Death came one day after 
the oilman’s seventy-sixth birth- 
day. Mrs. Cullen, four daugh- 
ters and all but one of 15 grand- 
children were in the room as 
death came. 

Mr. Cullen had been in criti- 
cal condition five weeks and in 
a coma several days. Death 
was attributed to cerebral 
thrombosis, a clot in a brain ar- 
tery. He had suffered a stroke 
on March 23 and suffered other 
strokes on May 19 and 28. 

Episcopal funeral services will 
be held at 4 p.m. tomorrow at 
the family’s stone mansion in 
River Oaks. Burial will be in 
Forest Park Cemetery, where 
an only son, Roy Gutave Cul- 
len, was buried in 1936 after 
being killed in a south Texas 
oil field accident.

Locke ’s 279 Wins British Open; Middlecoff Fades Away to 285 


East St. Louisan's Horse Wins Chicago Stake 


Stranahan 
Winds Up 
With 291 


ST. ANDREW, Scotland, July 
5 (UP)—Bobby Locke, 39-year- 
old South African pro, won the 
British Open golf championship 
a fourth time today. when he 
shot rounds of 68 and 70 that 
gave him a 72-hole total of 279 
strokes, tying his own Tourna- 
ment record. 

Cary Middlecoff of Memphis. 
Tenn., and Frank Stranahan’ of 
Toledo, Ohio, the two Amer- 
icans who qualified for today’s 
final two rounds on the St. An- 
drews Old Course, finished 10 
and 12 strokes behind Locke, 
respectively. 

Middlecoff, runnerup in the 
U.S, National Open tournament 
last month, shot rounds of 74 
and 72 to finish with a 289 ag- 
gregate. Stranahan, who has 
won the British Amateur crown 
twice, also had rounds of 74 and 
72, for a 291 total. Middlecoff 


finished fourteenth, Stranahan | 


in a tie for nineteenth. 

Locke, who won the British 
Open crown in 1949, 1950 and 
1952, was two strokes behind 
first-place Eric Brown of Scot- 
land going into today’s final 
two rounds. 

Thomson’s String Breaks. 

Peter Thdémson of Australia, 
who had won this tournament 
for the past three years, made 
a gallant try for his fourth 
straight crown but finished 
three strokes behind Locke. 
Thomson shot a pair of 70s that 
gave him a 282 total. 

Brown, leader for two rounds, 
finished third with 283 followed 
by Angel Miguel of Spain at 
285.. Tied at 286 were the lead- 
ing amateur, Dick Smith of 
Scotland, pros Flory Von Donck 
of Belgium, Dave Thomas of 
Wales, and Tom Haliburton of 
Scotland. 

Oddly, both Americans shot 
brilliant golf on the first nine 
holes of both the morning and 
afternoon rounds, but the in- 
coming nine proved their un- 
doing. Both Middlecoff and 
Stranahan had difficulty on the 
greens. 

On the final round, Strana- 
han sank a 12-foot putt on the 
third hole, a 24-footer on the 
fifth and a 20-footer on the 
sixth to reach the turn in three- 
under-par 33. However, he 
missed holeable putts on the 
thirteenth and fourteenth, hit 
into a bunker and missed a 
nine-footer on the sixteenth, 
and lipped the cup with a four- 
foot putt on the seventeenth. 
That gave him 39 strokes com- 
ing in. 

“T'll just have to keep try- 

” he said. 

A Few Saving Graces. 
Middlecoff forged a 34 going 
out, largely on the strength of 
his long tee and fairway shots. 
He missed a five-foot putt on 
the tenth and then took bogeys 
on the sixteenth and seven- 
teenth holes when he landed in 
bunkers. Only his brilliant re- 
coveries kept down his score on 
those holes. 

Locke, who last played in the 
United States Open tournament 
in 1954 when he finished fifth, 
was a picture of steadiness as 
he played his two sub-par 
rounds. On the final round, he 
did not hit a bunker until the 
fourteenth hole, but recovered 
to within eight feet of the cup. 
His putting throughout the two 
rounds was remarkable. 

The South African finished 
the tournament with a. superb 
second shot that stopped 18 
inches from the pin, giving him 
a birdie, on the final hole. 

The 39-year-old South Afri- 
can equalled his own record 
for the lowest score in the 
championship. He had set the 
mark of 279 at Troon in 1950. 

The lowest 72-hole cham- 
pionship score ever made be- 
fore at St. Andrews Old Course 
was 281 by Thomson in 1955.

But it is easy to exaggerate 
this undoubted Trinidadian 
facet. Trinidad is not all music 
any more than it is all moun- 
tains, jungle, tropical rain and 

pi sunshine, orchids or 
scarlet ibis in the swamps. 


For a man like Solomon 
Hochoy, the acting Governor 
who just now presides over the 
magnificent British Govern- 
ment House here, Trinidad has 
provided an opportunity for 
personal advancement that is 
seldom found in this world. 
Hochoy is a Chinese born on 
Jamaica. After an island edu- 
cation he joined the British 
colonial civil service in Trini- 
dad in 1927 as a third-class 
clerk in the. marine division. 

Today he i§ the Colonial Sec- 
retary of Trinidad and Tobago 
and twice has been decorated 
by the Queen of England. In 
the absence of the Governor, 
Sir Edward Beetham, now in 
London, Solomon Hochoy acts 


M. in Sir Edward's place. Indeed 


it is widely anticipated here 
that Hochoy will be a colonial 
governor soon on his own right 
and may well become Governor 
General of the West Indies one 
day. Hochoy manages to make 
nonsense of at least two of the 
late Rudyard Kipling’s notions, 
about the white man’s burden 
and about East and West never 
meeting. 

Hochoy fs a tall man ‘in his 
fifties with graying hair and a 
frank approach which makes 
him a favorite with the Ameri- 
eans here. The idea of West 
Indian federation—and of inde- 
pendence — is accepted by 
Hochoy as naturally as the air 
he breathes. 

Certain of Success. 

“I have no doubt at all that 
federation will work,” he told 
the writer. “Trinidad is an ex- 
ample of many races working 
harmoniously—it is no longer 
an experiment but a fact. The 
federation will work as well. 

“You see the people of the 
West Indies are now. in close 
contact with the world at large 
as a result of modern communi- 
cations and education. Like the 
people of Asia, Africa and else- 
where the? are imbued with a 
desire for equality. Equality 

many forms. Individually 
it means equality of opportu- 
nity. Tt also takes the form of 
nations wishing to be treated 
equally. As a nation—the West

indies—the peopie In this area 
can achieve that kind of nation- 
al equality and they are deter- 
mined to do so and. bound to 
do so.” 

Hochoy’s reference to educa- 
tion as well as communication 
as factors leading to a feeling 
of nationhood in the West Indies 
applies with full force in Trini- 
dad. Literacy is not quite as 
high here as in Barbados—al- 
though 75 per cent or more of 
the Trinidadians can read and 
write—-but the ordinary people 
are even more eager to learn 
and politically conscious. 

Rapid Rise to Power. 


The rise to power of the 
Chief Minister of Trinidad, Dr. 
Williams, reflects this. Williams 
is a historian by profession, a 
graduate of Oxford and for 
some time a professor at How- 
ard University in the United 
States. He was catapulted into 
politics suddenly last year by 
the process of being discharged 
as lecturer at the public library 
in Port’ of Spain. Library ex- 
ecutives though he was too rad- 
jeal in his views. 


Dr. Williams promptly ad- 
journed his lecture to a public 
park and in the open air at- 
tracted bigger crowds than ever 
the library held. On the basis 
of public discussions held at 
these meetings he created a 
new political party called the 
People’s National Movement. 
The party manifesto shows it 
to be a mild brand of liberal- 
ism opposed to corruption and 
favoring a welfare state and na- 
tionhood for the West Indiés. 
American observers here see 
Williams as a healthy political 
phenomenon. 

To a surprising extent Wil- 
liams has appealed to the minds 
rather than the emotions of his 
listeners. As a political leader 
he remains a teacher. In any 
event his party won a majority 
of the seats in the Legislative 
Council. 

Since he took office last Oc- 
tober he has approached the 
tasks of governing the islands 
of Trinidad and Tobago in a 
manner some of his critics con- 
sider too\ academic. He has ap- 
pointed committees to study 
social and economic problems 
here, but meanwhile much re- 
mains to be done. 

Need for Capital. 

Some 700,000 persons live on 
the two islands, all but 30,000 
or so on Trinidad—geologically 
a part of the South American 
mainland, an island 30 miles 
wide and 50 miles long. The 
great need here as elsewhere in 
the underdeveloped areas of the 
world is industrial development 
and the rationalizing of agri- 
culture. Both projects take 
capital and the supply of cap- 
ital in such areas in Asia, Af- 
rica and Latin America is al- 
ways limited.

Up Sharply 
During May

NEW YORK — Contracts for 
future construction in the 
United States rose sharply in 
lay, F. W. Dodge Corporation, 
construction news and market- 
ing specialists, reported yester- 
dev. 

The total of $3,399,528,000 in 
May was 14 per cent above the 
comparable month last year. 
One significant feature of the 
May figures is the fact that the 
dollar volume of contracts for 
one-and two-family houses was 
at the same level as in May 
1956. This marks the first 
month of 1957 that the dollar 
volume of contracts for this 
type of building did not fall 
below the comparable year- 
earlier level. The number of 
housing units represented’ by 
the May contracts was 101,741, 
down five per cent from the 
same month last year, 

Contracts for non-residential 
buildings totaled $1,119,587,000, 
in May, 11 per cent higher than 
a year ago.’ Substantial gains 
were registered for hospital 
buildings, educational and sci- 
ence buildings, commercial 
buildings, and manufacturing 
buildings. 

Contracts for residential 
buildings in May (including 
multi-family units as well 4s 
one-and two-family houses) 
amounted to $1,297,258,000. 
This was-only one per cent be- 
low the comparable month last 
year, with the major part of the 
decline accounted for by large 
residential buildings. 

Heavy engineering contracts 
in May totalled $982,683,000, 
which was 48 per cent above a 
year ago. Large gains took 
place in contracts for streets 
and highway construction as 
well as for electric light and 
power systems and water sup- 
ply systems. 

The substantial increases in 
May brought the cumulative 
total for the first five months 
of this year to $13,714,519,000 
or 4 per cent above the compar- 
able period of 1956.

URT LANCASTER, not usually noted as an actor, does 

a searing job of playing an autocratic, vindictive and 

ruthless New York gossip columnist, called J. J. Hun- 
secker, in “SWEET SMELL OF SUCCESS,” at the ORPHE- 
UM THEATER. 

Clifford Odets, the playwright, and 
Ernest Lehman, a former press-agent 
turned script-writer, wrote the screenplay 
from Lehman's novelette. It is crisp, 
muscular and intense. With some beauti- 
fully composed and photographed scenes 
(in shadowy black and white) directed by 
Alexander Mackendrick, it paints a bitter, acrid and fetid 
picture of a world of celebrities struggling for publicity as 
their life-blood.

AST month in civil service 

examination centers through- 

out the United States hun- 
dreds of college and university 
graduates took one of the 
toughest examinations given for 
Government jobs. These young 
men and women are trying for 
appointments to the United 
States Foreign Service. The 
tests will be given again in six 
months. 

Out of the several thousand 
who take the test only a com- 
parative handful will be chosen. 
Ahead for the fortunate few will 
lie exciting jobs in foreign 
lands and some 20 to 30 years 
of travel. 


“There is a dignity and sub- 
stance to work in the Foreign 
Service that can be found in no 
other occupation or undertak- 
ing,” says William L. Kilcoin, 
who entered the Foreign Serv- 
ice some 35 years ago and is 


where recruits get in-service 
training to prepare them for 
diplomatic careers ahead. 

Once past the written exami- 
nation which tests an applicant's 
general intelligence and cultur- 
al background, plus his knowl- 
edge in the fields of political 
science, history and interna- 
tional. relations, the would-be 
diplomat is given an oral quiz. 
Face to face with the board of 
examiners for the Foreign Serv- 
ice, his manners, quality of 
voice and appearance must also 
pass muster. For personality as 
well as brains is important in 
choosing young Americans who 
must deal with the skilled dip- 
lomats of foreign lands. 


Once accepted for training at 
the Foreign Service Institute in 
Arlington, Va., where classes 
are conducted on a year-round 
basis, the recruit goes into a 
class with perhaps 35 to 40 
other trainees for three rugged 
months of instruction. Trainees 
spend the first month studying 
the organization of the Depart- 
ment of State and the Foreign 
Service and their own roles as 
diplomatic and consular repre- 
sentatives abroad. They receive 
an introduction to the conduct 
of foreign affairs and to the 


and diplomatic practice, and 
then move on to a study of 
— Foreign Service func- 
ons. 


Two weeks are spent on de- 
tailed study of Foreign Service 
administration and post opera- 
tions. During this time trainees 
receive practical instruction in 
administering a Foreign Ser- 
vice post, explore the fields of 
personnel administration, learn 
something of records manage- 
ment, cryptography, security 
ma budget and fiscal prac- 

Closely watched for their de- 
veloping sense of professional 
pride, their esprit de corps, 
needed to help them through 
trying periods of service in dif- 
ferent and remote Foreign Ser- 
vice posts, the trainees then 
spend a week at the Depart- 
ment of Commerce. Attending 
daily class sessions, they listen 
to speakers drawn from the 
department and from the bust- 
ness world who try to acquaint 
the fledgling diplomats with the 
parts they will be expected to 
play in fostering and protecting 
American business abroad. 

Next comes a three-week pe-

Lacy, former ae to 
Korea; and Don C. Bliss, re- 
cently appointed Ambassador to 
Ethiopia. 

Although the pay ey for 
Foreign Service jobs is con- 
siderably lower than in busi- 
ness and commerce, with start- 
ing salaries ranging from $4750 
to $5350, an active recruiting 
program in some 500 universi- 
ties pays off in the number of 
men and women taking the For- 


eign Service examination. Some - 


7000 took the last examination 
in December, 5000 just a year 
ago, but only 2500 in December 
of 1955. With sufficient funds, 
the United States Foreign Serv- 
ice could use 400 new Foreign 
Service officers this year alone. 
Although the starting salaries 
are low, the new Foreign Serv- 
ice officer can count on early 
raises. If overseas, he gets a 
living allowance. And if he has 
the makings of an ae 
he can eventually work up 
an income of $15,000 to $25,000. 
The uncertainty of family life 
in a job that calls for consider- 
able moving about the world 
has deterred many young peo- 
ple from trying for the - ne 
Service, but for those who hun- 
ger for travel and believe that 
moving about the world is price- 
less education for children, the 
Foreign Service is highly ap- 
pealing. Advancement in the 
Foreign Service is not always 
fast but along the way there is 
in work to be done and 
the stimulation and sometimes 
adventure of living in foreign 
lands.

Many 
women are today serving in 
various capacities in the For- 
eign Service, but the board of 
examiners is less likely to fill 
an opening with a woman than 
with a man. There's the age-old 
reason; women fall in love, get 
married, have a family, and 
give up their jobs. In the case 
of the Foreign Service that 
would mean that-all the tax- 
payers’ money spent on training 
her would be wasted.

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Suggestions 
Concerning 
Frozen Foods 
By Edith M. Barber 


ROZEN foods are being 

featured more and more in 

our menus. It would seem 
as if the buyer would have no 
responsibility for choosing them 
at the market. This is not, how- 
ever,’ the truth. Homemakers, 
as well as retailers, distribu- 
tors and processors, must take 
some responsibility. 

Many processors have direct 
relations with the growers, who, 
naturally, are anxious to pro- 
duce the quality products de- 
manded. The methods of prep- 
aration and freezing in the 
plants must be of the best, as 
must be storage in the freezing 
rooms. Delivery to the retail. 
ers must not be delayed when 
the foods arrive, as they must 
go immediately in the store 
freezers. 


Consumers should make sure 
all the foods they buy are still 
in the solid frozen state. This 
can easily be done by the touch 
test. They should be last 
purchases to go into the mar- 
ket basket or, preferably into 
an insulated freezer bag. If 
you have forgotten to take your 
own freezer bag, a double paper 
will be furnished, but there 
should be little delay in getting 
the food to the home kitchen. 

There, unless it is to be used 
for the next meal, it should go 
into the freezing compartment 
of the refrigerator until just be- 
fore it is to be used. Accord- 
ing to the recommendations of 
the American Home Economics 
Association, the above sugges- 
tions should be followed if 
quality frozen foods is to be 
maintained. 


Glazed Cheese Pie. 

One package (eight ounces) 
cream cheese, one-half cup 
sugar, two tablespoons flour, 
three eggs, one-third cup milk, 
one teaspoon vanilla extract, 
nine-inch unbaked pastry shell.
